HENRY GEORGE'S
bors asked him when he returned: *'Did
you vikit Greenwood cemetery?' Not that
there was the remotest doubt about It It
was only a conventlonal form of general In-
quiry,

Viglting Greenwood cemetory was n part
of going to New York, It was a duty which
every substantinl Amerlean eltizen who went
to the metropolis owed to himsell and his
family, 1t fixed his status among cosmopoli-
tans. The returned traveler from New York
in thosge daya would no more have conlessed
that he had falled to visit Greenwood than
he would that he had falled to hear Henry
Ward Heecher preach, or that he had missed
goving Barnum's museum. As 0 matter of
fact he never would have confessed to either.
He would have lied first—and doubtless very
often he did e,

Those days have gone by now. Baroum
and his glittering glorles only palely llu-
mine Jdim corners in the memory of a genera-
tion all but passed away, Poor Beecher
himself went to Greenwood to sleep there
forever, more than a decade ago.

Times have changed nnd manners have
changeld, The iinerary of pleasure travel
does not take In cemeteries quite so rigor-
ously as It did In days gone by. Men of
well ordered lives do not so much as they
did once feel that a part of such a life 1s
to look upon the tomhbs of the great and have
every emotlion of envy die within them.

But the eountry visitors are still faithful
to Greenwood. They take the carringes at
the gate as thelr fathera did before them.
They might be the same carrlages and the
Bame orivers, for any change there 1s in
them, And, Indeed, there are drivers thepe
who Fave been golbg the rounds for twenty-
five years or more. They still automatically
recite thelr guide book “plece’ as they jog
along. They know every remarkable epitaph
by heart and no as yet undiscovered influ-
ence has ever Induced one of them to stop
when once he got started on a couplet ot
mortuary verscs, He gallops through them
Eayly, as though they were topical songs In
o vaudeville, Your grandfather would rec-
ognize the Greenwood driver of today the
moment he heard his flow of langunge begin.

Through Winding Drives.

But the route through the winding drives
and the halts bgfore the tombs are not quite
the same. Another generation of illustrious
doad has taken up its abode In Greenwood
Binee the citlzen of forty years ago made his
decorous tour of the boautiful neeropolls.
The paths lead to griaves more newly made
and the names carved upon the tombs now
most frequently visited are those which it
#seemi but yesterday were upon the lips of
the living—names that only 8o short u thme
wgo were a part of the world and of life,

The driver |s alert to these changes. He
knows the latest popular fancles in mortuary
ramblings. There are fads In graveyvard vis-
Iting as In other things, It Is now this
grave and now that which hold first place in
popular favor., The driver patronlzingly
guldes you aright In these necropolls fush-
lons,

And where does he take you first? It used
to be stralght to Charloite Lande's tomb.
Now he turns (o the left, after you pass
through the stately entrance, and through n
winding drive and up a gentle nscent,
reaches a plot where curving border comes
down 1o the very edge of the drivewny, A
masslve squire block of polished granite sur-
mounted by n heavy granite cross s in the
coenter of the lot. On the granite s carved
the name “"Coulin,” and at the foot of the
monument and 4 lttle to the right of It, as
¥ou face Its front, there I8 a grave,
ablooming with fresh flowers. Not merely
Erowing fowers, but fresh wreaths of roses
and violets and pansies, which evidently
have been recently brought there. The
name Conlln tells you nothing, Down on
the little post at the edge of the lot you read
“Willlam J. Florence,” and that explains all.
Yes, It s the merry, rollicking Billy Flop-
euce who sleeps there under all that fresh
florul bloom. The stuge vision of Bardwell
Blote, with the rumpled balr, the shrewd,
knowing smirk, the swallow-tailed coat
with the long bandanos handkerchief trail-
ing from the tallsg—it all rises before You.
1t s Florence’'s grave, with a number of his

family, the Conlins, gathered about him
There are many living  relatives as
woll, and 1t s they, with the many
visitors, who ask (o see the act-
or's tomb, who keep the grave al-

ways laden and fragraot with the fowers.
1t s one of the first of Greenwood's polnts
of interest vow In the driver's Itinerary.
Aud, but a few rods away, and in the pame
Fernview avenue, there stands boldy out
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he pgreal preacher, Hundreds of visltors
from afar come to #se the grave, and yot
bath it and the lot wherein it lles have
romehow an unkempt, dinheveled look. It
reminds you In some vague way of the weedy
grave of Warhington Irving in the Sleepy
Hollow eemetery at Tarrytown, Not that
there I8 the slightest likenexs of detall—
only one of thowe general suggesiive resems
blances mo hard (o define.

And sleeping by Deflher'n sida 12 the
falthful wife, who eclung to him no loyally
In all those awlul daya of his ordeal.
as you read the Inscriptions on the plain,
thick granite headstones, you nollce this,
that Henry Ward Beecher dled March 8,
1887, and that Eunice White Beecher died
March 8, 1807 fust ten vears to a day be-
tween the death of one and the death of
the ether.

And not a doxen steps away, to the east,
and stlll on the sharp slope of the hillside,
you come to another eolticldence of date

“"Belinda B, Tracy,"" you read on one tombh-
stono. “Died al Washington, D, €., Feb«
runry K, 1800."" And on another, close beside
it, and exactly like 11, you rend:

“Mary F. Tracy. Dled at Washington, D,
C., February 8, 1890

Maother and dapghter, wife and daughtor
of Benjamin F. Tracy, who was secretary
of the navy when thal falal plano lamp
caught fire and spread the havoe which re-
sulted in thoss two graves there side by
glde. One of the awful tragedies of oMeial
Washlugton were the burning to death of
this mother and davghter,

Where Heecher Sleeps,

this Ocean hill, where Beccher sleeps; you
bave alwayas before you the great square
tomb In the bullding of which John W.
Mnackay has tried to give expression to the
sorrow which fell upod him like o blow from
a clear sky when thal young son of whom
he was 8o fond was thrown from his horse
and killed while hunting In France only a
few years ago. It alwuys will be one of the
sights of Greenwood, and the drivers have
already got its sallent fentures and the Cact
that It cost $300,000 incorporated in thels
perambulatory leclure,

Buat 1t will always be to a grave a few
rods away that the visitors for Years Lo
come Wil turn with not only more Inlerest,
bhut something of o senge of personnl gorrow
and bereavement, It i Henry George's
Erave, and there was somothing in his tragic
death, while fighting so valiantly for political
hanop and purity, go consistent with his own
honest enrnestness of character, that his
grivve has become even now a sort of sacred
gpot which hundreda go to look upon.
